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Fisher Returns to UK 


Terry Fisher, the 15-year old British schoolboy moto cross champ 
who spent almost seven weeks in New Zealand on holiday this summer. 
returned to Britain on February 3 after competing in the North Island 
Pall Mall mx semi final and a couple of club meetings. Owing to lack 
of suitable machinery , Terry was unable to compete in 125cc events 
until the day before he was to leave the country, but he acquitted 
himself well on a Honda CR250 in.open class events. A story on 
Terry features in this issue of the magazine;, as does a report on the 
Pall Mall moto cross. Also, our editorial on page two refers to the 
subject of schoolboy moto cross in New Zealand. 














The combination of 60 percent deposit requirement and 
recent price increases has resulted in a sharp drop in the 
summer sales of new motor cycles. Sales have plummeted 
by as much as 75 or 80 percent in some shops in the Well- 
ington area and small or newly-established retail motor- 
cycle businesses are definitely feeling the effects. Some 
openly admit they could go out of business if the situation

Moore was a major attraction 
of the Mauger/Briggs troupe 
which is currently touring New 
Zealand and Australia and he 
was also an automatic choice for 
the New Zealand team to con- 
test a speedway test series 
against a touring Polish speedway 
team at present in New Zealand. 

“Moore has “retired’’ from. 
speedway racing many times, 
once he was claimed to be at the 
zenith of his career. He removed 
himself from British League 
racing this past season but was 
still in heavy demand and travel- 
led to Britain to represent New 
Zealand in the World Teams Cup. 
He also competed, with great 
success, in America last year and 
was planning to return this year 
for a further series of meetings. 
His prowessas a speedway rider 
over more than twenty years 
was proved once again this 
season when, riding in New 
Zealand for the Mauger/Briggs 
troupe, that he was well able 
to hold his own in company of 
the best in the world.

Mr Larry Coombes told us that 
the economic climate, plus the 
difficulties'surrounding the sales 
of bikes froma car showroom 
floor, plus staff problems had 
pursuaded the company, to pull 
out of motor cycle retailing alto- 
gether. A couple of months ago 
Coombes Motors relinquished 
their Benelli franchise. When 
the few-remaining Kawasakis they 
still have are sold, they will not 
take on more stock.

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There has never been a more opportune time to introduce school- _ 
boy moto cross to New Zealand. Moto cross is a boom sport and 
large numbers of yougsters can be found nearly every weekend 
taking part in moto cross events - usually on 125cc machinery- 
It’s good to see: i 


or practising on a bit of local ground. * shows 
the sport has a rosy future. 

But New Zealand lags behind the rest of the world when it 
comes to organised, pre-licencing age competition. Britain, 
the United States and Australia all have flourishing clubs or 
associations which promote this competition. Everyone benefits 
The kids have more fun, the sport increases its “membership”, 
the trade sells more machines and very important this the 
community benefits through increased road safety. 

A 10- or 12-year old person who learns how to control a 
motorcycle and who has three to five years to develope his 
skill is more than one step ahead of the 15-year old newcomer 
who is likely to freeze the first time he comes up to a corner 
too quickly for his own good. 

Moto cross, like trials riding, requires careful co-ordination, 
balance, throttle control, as well as an understanding of the 
machine. Over a long period of time it developes the ability 
to make instant decisions - correctly. Ideally , of course, 
any rider, or driver for that matter, who gains his licence 
should possess these qualities but as we all know this is not the case 
the case. 

A senior NZACU steward, well steeped in the knowledge 

of moto cross activities in this country told NZMCN:” The 
ACU is definitely in favour of sanctioning junior moto cross 
but in the past, the main barrier to its introduction has béen 
the problem of liability in the case of personal injury to 
spectators. The insurance companies just wouldn’t buy it. 
If insurance cover could be arranged then I am sure the ACU 
would be more than willing to lower the competition licen- 
cing age”. 

That brings us to the Accident Compensation Commission 
and the State Insurance O' ies to both offices 
have revealed that, since the introduction of the ACC in April 
last year, financial responsibility for accidental personal 
injury- and the-compensation arising therefrom is on the 
shoulders of the State. In other words, in the case of 
ANYONE being hurt ina moto cross accident, whether it be 
aparticipant or a spectator, that person is eligible for some 
sort of compensation and NO-ONE can be sued. Needless to 
say, this does not apply to damage to property. This is one 
area which neéds to be investigated. 

But, the big stumbling block has crumbled. The insurance 
bogey has been lifted. Already a Wellington/Lower Hutt group 
is planning to hold a series of meetings, starting in the very 
near future. They may be jumping the gun. Informal gatherings 
are not what is needed. But it isan indication that the wheels 
are rolling and hopefully that organised, officially sanctioned 
schoolboy moto cross will very soon be a reality.

Miller and Ploen out in front 
In rugged Pall Mall semi-fina 


An incident-packed Pall Mall moto cross North Island 
semi final resulted in Blenheim’s globe-trotting ace, Ivan 
Miller (Suzuki RH 250) emerging as the North’s — and 
the country’s — top contender for the national champion- 
ship title. Miller won his first three races on the dusty, 
machine-breaking circuit at Queen Elizabeth Park, 
Paekakariki, but failed to make it a clean sweep by allow- 
ing reigning title-holder, Peter Ploen, (Suzuki RH 250) to 


get the better of him in the fi 
But even this last race was 
a moral victory for Miller, who 
is currently ranked number 
three in Britain. After trailing 
Miller throughout his previous 
races, Ploen made an all-out effort 
to head off the leading contender 
for his titles He leapt into first 
lap lead ahead of Miller and 
Moss Smith (Yamaha YZ 400) 
and as the two Suzuki riders 
gradually pulled away from 
Smith they provided the good- 
sized crowd with some really 
exciting racing, blasting around 
the outside, cutting.inside and 
following each other nose to 
tail. As they crossed the line tor 
the white flag indicating one 
more lap to go, Miller had the 
edge on Ploen. But on crossing 
the line Miller slowed down. 
After negotiating the right-hand 
drop at the end of the start/ 
finish straight he pulled in to 
the side, along with Ploen. Both 
riders were under the mistaken 
impression that the race was 
over!

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inal race of the day. 
what shaken up by a couple of 


falls during practice. One result- 
ed in a rear shock absorber being 


bent almost double. 
Wheels, too, took a heavy 
beating — the supply of spokes 


was rapidly whittled away — and 


the choking dust played havoc 
with air cleaners and fuel 
mixtures, 

But if the course was a test 
‘of machine it was also a rugged 
test of human indurance. The 
bumps, deep sandy ruts and 
deceptively tricky straights saw 
to it that many a rider left the 
meeting with more aches‘and 
pains than usual. 

Although Ploen’s last race 
win could be said to be provid- 
ential, it could also be said it 
was just reward for his fine 
efforts earlier in the day. In 
the three previous A-grade races 
he was the only rider to remain 
in sight of the flying Miller and 
as a result he qualified number 
two. 

In the first A-grade event,

Commentator Peter Stirling 
of Hamilton, (who performed a 
magnificent job on the day) 
advised the riders of the 
situation over the public address 
system and after much arm 
waving from the public, Ploen 
realised the race was not yet 
over. Smith had not yet appeared 
and s6 Ploen once more found 
himself out front. Miller caught 
‘on to what was happening a 
couple of seconds later and took 
off in pursuit but he was unable 
to make up the lost ground. 
DEMANDING sft 
The QE Park circuit is a very 
demanding one, both for riders 
and machines, as many compe- 
titors were to discover. One of 
the many casualties in practice 
was 15-year-old Terry Fisher, 
the British schoolboy moto 
cross champion. Terry competed 
in the B-grade on an unfamiliar 
Honda'CR 250 but was some- 


stylish Ross Horsburgh (Honda 
CR 250) tailed Miller, Ploen 
and Smith coming up to the 
finish of the first lap but lost 
contro! over some bumps and 
fell heavily. Lower Hutt's 
Peter Boyle was quick to take 
his place and for a while it 
looked as though he could 
make it a 1-2-3 for the Suzuki 
RH 250's when top Yamaha 
YZ exponents Smith (YZ 400) 
and Brian Martin (YZ 250) 
tangled. Smith, on one of 
several of the new Yammie 
400's in evidence at the meeting, 
was unable to continue the race 
following the: mishap and al- 
though Martin remounted, he, 
too, did not survive the six laps. 


But if Boyle thought his 
recent run of bad luck was at an 
end he was'to be disappointed,

Miller remained 
comfortably ahead of Ploen 
to win in the fastest time of the 
day 7 mins 41.2 secs. O’Brien 
came a distant third, with Laurie 
Love (Suzuki RH 250) fourth 
and Colin Dixon (BSA 500) fifth 
Miller got his usual flying 
start in the second A-grade race 
and opened up a good lead over 
Ploen in the first couple of laps. 
O'Brien immediately settled 
into third, Phil Turnbull on yet 
another RH 250 Suzuki lay claim 
to fourth in the early stages but 
Martin filled the position over 
the latter laps as Turnbull dropped 
out. Warren Lambess (Yamaha 
YZ 360) tagged onto Horsburgh, 
waiting for the Honda rider to 
make ar 2 and let him slip 
through for fifth but the ex: 
patriot South Islander kept his 
cool. Smith filled an unaccus- 
tomed seventh place, 
Lambess, after two rotten 
starts, got it all on in his third 
attempt and lodged in third place 
behind Miller and Ploen on the 
first lap. Miller again raced to 
a substantial early lead. But 
Ploen was not giving up and he 
pulled back some ground in the 
last couple of laps. Smith, mean- 
while, having discarded his 400 
temporarily in favour of his YZ 
250, had survived a short battle 
with Horsburgh and Laurie Love 
and began to close the gap on 
Lambess. Ina really close 
finish he just managed to pip the 
Wairarapa rider to the post, 
Johnny Bullock (Suzuki 400) 
passed Love on the fourth lap 
for fifth place at the flag. 


B-GRADE 
The B-grade racing provided 
some of the day's best. Victories 
went to Gary Whitaker (Yamaha 
YZ 250) of Lower Hutt and 
P. Bicknell of Waihi ona 
Yamaha YZ 360; both had canti- 
lever rear suspension and won 
two races apiece. But overall top 
B-grade qualifier was Rotorua’s. Ss. 
Burgess, mounted on a Kawasaki 
KX 250. He claimed two second 
places, a third and a fourth, 
accumulating 73 points, Bicknell, 
with 59 points from two wins 
and a second place, and Whitaker, 
with 56 points from two wins 
and‘a fifth, were relegated to 
third and fourth places overall 
by Terry Jones (Yamaha 500) 
of Te Kuiti who rode consis- 
tently to earn 61 points, 
Whitaker and Bicknell hada 
great race in the first B-grade 
event, Terry Zohs (Suzuki 250) 
streaked into the lead from the 
start and by the end of three 
laps had a very handy advantage 
over Napler rider A, McClunie 
(Honda CR 260). Bicknell did 
not get the best of starts but by »

Zohs 
followed him in second place 
until the fourth lap when Bick- 
nell, having worked through 
from’seventh place at the end 
of the first lap, got them both, 
The next time around Zohs also 
passed Burgess. On the final lap 
it was the turn of the other 
Kawasaki-mounted Burgess from 
Rotorua to overtake the early 
leader, although after falling in 
deep dust on the second lap 
while lying third, he only just 
managed to climb back to his 
former place in a dash to the 
finish line, Whitaker came 
home fifth, ahead of Porirua’s 
Warwick Young (Honda CR. 
250). 


EXPANSION CHAMBER

Marlboro Series has been an 
outstanding success. There's 
been a close fight for the lead 
all the way, all the thrills and 
spills have been there, and yet 
no one has been really seriously 
hurt. That's good, that’s the 
way it should be. To that 
extent it would not compare 
with the first series. 

But it hasn't been a perfect 
series either not looking 
at it from the middle of the 
organisational setup and the 
sponsors’ chair. There have 
been many small things wrong, 
some big things wrong, and all 
in all there is a great deal to 
discuss with the organisation 
people in February to make 
sure that the mistakes are not 
repeated, Most of you have a 
chance to make your own 
voices heard through the clubs, 
and before the organisation

forward as sponsors. 

Looking first at the Marlboro 
races themselves . . . and from 
the sponsors viewpoint. Al- 
though there is an element of 
the handout in it, Marlboro 
basically expects to get back 
at least ,000 worth of 
advertising and publicity from 
the series. That's what it costs 
us to put on, Publicity isthe 
basic return, and in the series 
we've just finished we had at 
least two major publicity or 
advertising faults — one a fault 
of both competitors and clubs 
and the other the fault of the 
overall organising committee. 

The rider problem has been 
mentioned once before . . . it 
basically involves promotional 
stickers and other Marlboro 
material on both competitors 
and bikes. Now, anyone who 
knows anything about profes- 
sional sport in fields like moto 
cross, skiing or motor racing 
knows damn well that for the 
individual competitor this can 
mean substantial concession of 
advertising rights on both 
Personal apparél and equipment. 

In the Marlboro series 
contract with the clubs it says 
clearly that each rider ina 
Marlboro race must wear a tank- 
top'as supplied over his leathers 
and a specific sticker supplied by 
ourselves must be displayed 
Prominently on either side of 
the machine. 

The clubs agreed to it. They 
signed the contract saying this 
would be done — by them, as 
enforcers — no hassles. Yet not 
one single club has had the guts 
to enforce these stickers. If we 
were to invoke the penalty clauses 
In each contract, each club would 
owe us money today. Now to the 
sponsors, these stickers and other 
seemingly trivial bits and pieces 
are very important, Sponsorship 
for Us means the association of 
our brand with your sport for 











profit basis, that’s the way it 
should be, But the Marlboro 

series itself must be a major 
professional promotion to 

satisfy major professional sponsors, 
and riders for that matter, There 
must be a more professional 
attitude to sponsorship and 
sponsorship contracts. $22,000 

is a lot of money and a deal isa 
deal. The deal on these stickers 
and so on was made by riders 
when they signed their entry 
forms. We don’t welch on our 
deals, we don’t expect anyone 

else involved to welch on theirs. 
Motorcycling in New Zealand 

both wants and needs more 
sponsorship, but is going to 

need a much more professional 
approach to the whole business. 
Sponsorship means commercial 
cash and commerce demands a 
businesslike attitude. 

| can see the point of view 
of a rider saying it might en- 
danger his indivi 








in exact reverse. We do all the 
press advance publicity material 
ourselves, and most of the pre- 
race summaries published 
nationally are also produced by 
us, Our release can say the 
Lemon Squash Yamaha, or it 
can say the Yamaha, fullstop. 
And it is how many press 
mentions he gets that the 
individual sponsor should 
evaluate his result. We can help 
arrange that. You scratch my 
back and I'll scratch yours . . . 
thats the philosophy. 

Our other sponsors criticism 
also involves publicity, but this 
is really serious, For the series 
just finished we had more 
publicity before the series 
began than we had for the entire 
deal last year, That's brilliant, 
and | guess we worked on it 
pretty hard too. The series 
itself has had a very good press 
reception ... again we've 
worked on it hard. But then you 
get down to publicity on the 
points, and what a disaster. No 
co-ordinator, each venue with a 
different version. Each press 
statement with’a different 
version, the press must have 
wondered what the hell was 
going on —and that press 
credibility is vital. Every 
newspaper likes to pride itself 
On its accuracy and if some hairy 
stuff starts coming through, 
they'll just start throwing it in 
the rubbish tin. That means no 
Publicity in the finish, instant 
disaster. No Marlboro Series, 
In this case the errors did not 
affect the overall placings but 
that sort of amateurism must 
never be seen again or we will 
really be in it.

But at the 
same time a deal must obviously 
be sold to the local guarantor

tightening of the organisation. 
The thing we can’t afford at any 
cost is to disillusion anybody 
visiting from a country where we 
might reasonably expect to get 
good competitor representation 
next year.

therefore points from the two 
races would be aggregated for 
one sum of prize money at the 
end . . . eight hundred bucks for 
the lucky winner on the day. 
We'll have to find out about 
rider preferences there too | 
suppose, but one big prize is 
definitely more promotable. 
Two smaller subjects now, the 
Marlboro races themselves are 
obviously not the entire Marlboro 
series . . . there were something 
like fifty other races on the card 
in total, all sorts of smaller cc 
racing events, sidecar and pro- 
duction events, all of them vital 
to the whole shooting box. But 
if you look at the prize money 
split you'll see twelve and a half 
thousand goes out in the ten 
Marlboro races and the remaining 
fifty races have only just the 
same amount, which spreads 
sort of thinly. 
After two years of successful 
series racing it would seem certain 
that there is a definite sponsor- 
ship product to sell in'the form 
of smaller series for other classes 
within the umbrella of the 
Marlboro series itself. The 
amounts involved need not be 
large. For instance | believe that 
aninjection of four hundred 
dollars into the 125cc racing 
class would put total’ prize money 
up by a third... thats nota lot 
to a sponsor and the result next 
season could well be a richer ‘ 
series for everyone, not just the 
guys on the Yamaha TZ700s. 
At the same time this business 
about overseas riders only being 
able to compete in certain 
events should be wiped forever. 
If they have a machine that 
qualifies and would meet the.

There is a strong element of curiosity about New Zealand in the United States. The 
States are going through a period of realisation that growth can reach a saturation point 
and progress per se isn’t automatically good. In California, the 90 mph lifestyle is begin- 
ning to wear thin and ‘the high standard of living is losing its glamour. Thousands of 
Americans are turning to alternatives that offer an escape — everything from meditation 
to backpacking — and many are seriously searching for a spot on earth with a slower pace. 
Oregon, which borders California to the north, has become a mecca of sorts for back-to- 
the-roots types, and other people are looking farther south, even across borders, Thus the 
interest in New Zealand. But never fear; 99% just look and dream. An invasion of Yank 


immigrants is hardly likely. 


| had been eager to learn more about New Zealand for 
at least the last four years. As an American freelance 
writer, the idea of finding a way to see New Zealand on 
assignment played on my mind heavily the last six 
months. So when the opportunity came to write an 
article on the Marlboro Road Racing series, | grabbed it. 
It meant time in New Zealand with a few days between 
the races to explore the country. 


Thanks to the kindness, 
generosity, and helpfulness of 
many New Zealanders, in 
particular Suzuki agents Rod 
Coleman and Tommy McCleary, 
| was able to see much of New 
Zealand in the grandest style of 
all: from the seat of a motor- 
cycle, * 

Between the Timaru and Rua- 
puna races | stayed with Pat 
Hennen, whose headquarters in 
the South Island were Christ- 
church. Competing in a foreign 
country presents all sorts of 
logistical problems to a racer, 
but many of Pat's problems in 
the South Island were solved by 
Tommy McCleary, owner of 
Tommy's Suzuki Centre in 
Christchurch, the Suzuki 
distributor for most of the 
South Island. Tommy opened 
his doors wide to Pat and pro- 
vided a car and a trailer as well 
as the facilities in his shop to 
prepare the road race bikes. 

Pat introduced me to Tommy 
the Tuesday after the Timaru 
race, and | mentioned that | 
hadn‘t much work to do until 
the following Sunday and hoped 
somehow to see more of the 
South Island. 


ARTHURS PASS 

By the next afternoon | was 
‘on my way over Arthur's Pass, 
‘on a Suzuki 550 on loan from. 
Tommy. | rode away from the 
Christchurch Town Square after 
a terrific two-hour talk by the 
locally famous Canterbury 
Prophet, the subject of which, 
ironically, was more or less 
“Progress as Anathema to the 
Primitive Man" (or maybe it was 
vice-versa). The sky was an 
ominous gray, with sidewinds 
blustery enough to prevent the 


550 from pulling-fifth gear. The ~ 


wind was no big bother, but | 
wasn’t anxious for rain because 

| didn't have any wet-weather 
gear. But the sky didn’t really 
care very much about my 
anxieties, for it began to leak 
heavily on me a few miles before 
| took on my first tankful of 







petrol in Springfield, at the 
eastern foot of Arthur's Pass, 
Since | had heard the weather 
always comes from the West, 
and since | saw nothing but 
blackness ahead of me over the 
Alps, | figured | was done for 
the day. So | checked into the 
Springfield Hotel, dried off a 
bit, and went downstairs to the 
pub, 

| had noticed another Suzuki 
550 outside the pub, and 
apparently its owner had seen 
me ride in, for no sooner had | 
ordered a lager than a fellow 







and asked me if | Knew anyone 
wrecking a 550 for parts, 
because his mufflers were blown 
out beyond repair. | knew of 
none, but over another beer we 








introduced himself to me as Geoff 


coming from the pot-bellied stove, 
i ikers suggested we stay the 
night. 1t may not have been a 
soft bed, but it was free and dry 
and there were enough benches 
and blankets to go around. 
Geoff and | discussed staying 
there over a smorgasboard 
dinner at the, Chalet, just a couple 
hundred yards up the road, and 
agreed it was the hot setup, so we 
went back and crashed for the 
night. 

My sensory alarm clock woke 
me at the crack of dawn the 
next morning, It was still wet ~ 
and gray outside, but the rain 
had stopped. Geoff had said he was 
riding north to Greymouth along 
the coast from Kamura Junction, 
and | was riding south, so | 
decided not to wake him. | 
silently slipped into my clothes 
and rode off alone into the 
damp dawn. 

A few minutes later, just'as 
| reached the top of the pass, 
the sun exploded through the 
clouds. | sang to myself the 
whole way to the bottom: 
“Nothing could be finer than 
to be in Carolina in the

ON TO WANAKA 

That day | rode all the way 
down the West Coast from 
Kamura Junction to Wanaka. 
Regretfully, | passed Franz 
Joseph Glacier and Haast Pass 
without spending any time there, 
Speeding through the beauty 
of the South Island, missing 
much of it in the process, is 
nothing to brag about, but | 
only had four free days, No 
time... .a common American 
ailment, | guess, 

My strongest impressions of 
the geography of New Zealand 
came that day. I've travelled 
through 45 of the 50 states in 








the US and most of Europe, 

and no one particular mountain 
or valley or plain or lake in 

New Zealand struck me as being 
the most spectacular |'ve ever 
seen, but when they're all tog- 
ether in such a relatively small 
area, it's incredible, | took 
mental notes as | was riding, 

and | found myself repeatedly 
saying, ‘This looks like such- 
and-such”’, and no two notes 
referred to similar places, | wrote 
a letter back to’ California that 
evening that began, ‘'Today | 
rode through Oregon, New Ham- 
pshire, Alabama, Northern. 
California, Southern California, 
etc’’ — all states spread across 
3,000 miles of the US. 

After finishing the day’s ride 
over 20 or so miles of unsealed 
road, | took a swim in crisp 
Lake Wanaka, which mellowed 
me out enough to decide not to 
press on to Queenstown, al- 
though there were still five hours 
of daylight left. Instead | headed 
for the busy pub behind the 
Wanaka Hotel 

As | was quaffing a pint | 
looked é ss the pub and who 
should | see stroll in but Geoff 
He had decided to ride south 
after all, but he hadn't left 
Arthur's Pass until 9.30, which 
put him a square behind the 
rain clouds all the way. He 
looked like a wet dog as he 
straggled in. To make matters 
worse, his chain had broken 25 
miles north of Wanaka, and he 
had to park his Suzuki behind 
a bush and hitch a ride into 
town. But even more coincid- 
ental than meeting him there 
was that Geoff had been placed. 
by the accommodation bureau 
in the same private home where 
| was staying the night! 

The next morning | was 
awakened by a flock of curious 
little boys — four.in all — and 
one little sister, all children of 
the family. | couldn't leave 
without giving each one of them 
aride on the Suzuki, which 
tickled them silly. Then it was 
Geoff's turn for a ride — back 
up the road to fix Nis chain, 

We stopped at'a petrol station 
and ground off the broken link, 
and | gave Geoff one of the 
emergency master links 
Tommy's Suzuki Centre had 
given me to carry along. After 
about an hour of_fumbling and 
cussing and covering ourselves 

up to our elbows with dirty chain 
grease, we threaded the chain 
over the transmission sprocket, 
transferred some engine oil 

from my tank to his, and Geoff's 
Suzuki was on the road again. 

As it turned out, it was a 

blessing in disguise that his chain 
had broken. For his oil tank was 
bone dry, and the Suzuki pro- 
bably would have seized within 

a few miles! 

We sped straight back to 
Wanaka and dove directly into 
the Lake, because by this time it 
was early afternoon and bloody 
hot. For the rest of that day we 
just loafed on the beach, and 
that evening we headed for the 
pub after a steak dinner. When 
the pub closéd, we suddenly 
realised we had no place to stay 
that night, but fortunately we 
were saved by a fellow from 
Dunedin named Brian who had 
some extra space in his tent. 





BREAKFAST 

But | still hadn’t made it to 
Queenstown, which was my 
destination. |t was Saturday 
morning, and | had to be back 
in Christchurch that evening. 
Geoff and | decided to ride to 
Queenstown for break fast, which 
we did, sort of. Since it was 
7.30 before we left' Wanaka, we 
didn’t reach Queenstown until 
after 9.00 which meant we 
couldn't find a place still 
serving breakfast. So after a 
milkshake and a bag of potato 
crisps from a market, we 
tumbled back on our bikes and 
made a beeline toward 
Christchurch. It hadn't been 
much of a stay in Queenstown, 
but at least we had been there, 





We made it to Christchurch 
in eight hours, including a stop 
for lunch in Oamaru. The ride 
was fast and beautiful, but 
uneventful except for one 
excursion into the grass of a 
motor camp when | slept 
through a hairpin turn at the 
end of a long straight, and a 
9Omph race with a Z1 just 
north of Timaru, at about the 
same time the inside adjustment 
on the clutch of the Suzuki 
loosened up, leaving me with 
no clutch whatsoever. 

Back in Christchurch, Geoff 
left me to stay with some of his 
old friends, and | rolled into the 
motel. It was a five-minute job 
to pull the cover and tighten up. 
the clutch adjustment, making 
the Suzuki spot-on again. It had 
been pushed really hard during 
two and a half days riding time 
over nearly 1,000 miles, and the 
engine was literally running 
stronger and crisper than when 
\had left.

For there is no doubt that the Indian ME 125 is mean. 


Within a 50-inch wheelbase, this Taiwanese-Italian-American’ 


hybrid carries the sort of specifications and features which 
turn the ordinary, sane trail-bike freak (if there is any 
such animal) into an asylum-bound, babbling idiot. 


At the centre of it all isa 
Minarelli 123.48cc engine. It 
looks quite large for its capacity, 
due to generous finning and the 
splayed-fin head. But there is 
nothing in its appearance to 
suggest that its power output is 
any greater than the average 
125. A quick run around the 
block should be enough to 
convince you that the Minarelli is 
certainly a pokey little motor, 
(even if you don’t believe the 


factory's claim of a whopping 
19 horsepower at 7200rpm) 
It sure convinced us. 

All that power comes from 
a two-stroke, single cylinder 
motor with alloy head and 
barrel. Bore and stroke, while 
still being oversquare (65mm x 
52mm), are slightly less so than 
Most other 125 two-stroke 
singles. Compression ratio is a 
hefty 9.3:1 and carburetion 
is via a 25mm Dellorto concen-

The result of all this:is a 125ce 
mill which thrives on revs but 
which also pulls surprisingly 
well in the middle ranges. Just 
don’t expect it to slog away at 
low revs, because it won't 
deliver. 


LOW GEARING 

To take advantage of that 
peaky power, a five speed gear- 
box is provided with the shifting 
being done with the left foot in 
the one-down-four-up pattern. 
Clutch lever operation is reason- 
ably light. 
spaced and overall gearing is 
extra low so that 45 mph in fifth 
gear is about the maximum 
cruising speed. Cracking open 
the throttle at this speed results 
in a rapid advance to maximum 
speed somewhere around 55 mph, 
while the motor sounds like it is 
about to spread its innards all 
over the road. It didn’t, but a 
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a mean machine 








The gears are closely 


larger countershaft sprocket or 
smaller rear wheel sprocket 
would go a long way towards 
reassuring an owner that he 
could maintain a reasonable 
open road speed without over 
stressing the motor. 


So far so. good — it is 
established that the Minarelli is 
a potent 125cc motor. But — 
and it's a big ‘but’ — power is no 
use to anyone unless it can be 
used effectively. On the street 
this is no problem with the ME 


brisklyand climb steep winding 
roads effortlessly. 

But get into the rough stuff 
and it's quite a different story. 
That marvellous 19: horsepower 
just doesn't find its way to the 
ground — a problem which 
contributes a great deal to the 
unfortunate condition described 
in.the second paragraph. 

There are a number of reasons 
why its power cannot be fully 
employed in many off-road 
situgtions, The main one is that 
the peaky power and low gearing 
combine'to produce a lot of wheel 
spin at times when traction is 
needed. A knobbly in place of 
the trials-type rear rubber would 
no doubt alleviate this a little 
but we do not think it would 
remedy it. Contributory causes, 
‘we feel, are the relatively small 
(17-inch) rear wheel and, shock 
absorber units which are obviously 
designed with riders of no more 
than’ 80-pounds in Weight in 
mind. 





A rear end which is skitting 
around makes for neither good 
traction nor particularly good 
handling. 


LIGHT 

Although the ME 128 is just 
about the lightest 125cc trail 
bike around, tipping the scales 
at only 174 Ibs, those god-awful 
rear shocks and a few other 
minor bothers combined to give 
our testers a somewhat less-than- 
pleasing impression. 

Perhaps we should add that 
ihe-testers-averaged out at 
about 11-stone in weight, which 
we believe to be greater than the 
weight of younger folk who form 
the Indian's biggest potential 
market. But the market in New 
Zealand differs from that in 
the USA, where Indian moto- 
crossers have an enviable repu- 
tation in small capacity class 
competition. Pre-teen and early- 
teen competition does not exist 
— not officially anyway — in 
New Zealand so the |ndian range 
of race-oriented, small capacity 
models must compete for sales 
with the more established and 
refined makes which have wider 
appeal. 


In other words the ME 125 
is set up for younger and lighter 
riders than us at NZMCN, al- 
though they would also need to 
be competent dirt riders to be 
suited to the machine. Nowhere 
was this more apparent.than in 
the handling department. We 
have already said that the ME 125 
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The ME 125 is a cinch to lift the front wheel. Side-stand spring on the test 


machine was nat stiff enough. 


fear shocks were inadequate for 
Us. Whether the spring rates 
Were set on soft, medium or hard 
did not make any noticeable 
difference. On\the other hand, 
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the front forks performed well. _ 
They have only 4% inches of 
travel but the movement is quite 
stiff and they seemed capable of 
absorbing plenty of punishment 
without transferring too much 
shock to the rider. 

While the ME 125 did not 
impress in bumpy conditions, 
there were areas in which it 
excelled. On a fast, undulating 


surface such as one encounters 
‘on some of the easier moto-cross 
circuits or on the local firebreaks, 
the machine is exciting to ride 
and very quick. Certainly, the 
back tends to wander a little but 
the ME 125 js so incredibly 

light that at speed it seems to 
skip over the surface like a bee- 
stung fairy. 

Apart from the effect on 
Performance, the main advantage 
of being light is the ease with 
which the machine can be thrown 
around. As well as being light, 
the ME 125 is low, with a seat 
height of only 30 inches. 

Lifting the front wheel is all 
too easy when grabbing a hand- 
ful of throttle, making it easy 
‘to prevent the dreaded front- 
wheel landing from jumps and 
also making for some pretty 
interesting quick-starts. 


FOOTPEGS 

The ME 125 would be a very 
manoeuvrable machine were it 
not for the low, wide footpegs: 
These appendages are bolted 
onto the bottom frame tubes 
and are adjustable slightly both 
laterally and vertically, but stick 
out like a pair of Indian elephant 
ears (excuse the pun) so that 
ruts and deep channels are made 
particularly tricky. To add 
insult to injury, the smooth 
metal bars are encased in smooth 


- fubber covers which survived only 


half an hour of trail riding. No 
pillion pegs are provided. 

Riding position we found to 
our liking and although the low 
Pegs cost a couple of inches in 
ground clearance a 6ft linch 
tester found they did compen- 
sate for the equally low seat 
height. The seat is quite firm 
but comfortable.and the handle- 
,bars are wide and well shaped. 
The rubber hand grips are 
excellent, as is the upswept 
throttle cable routing. The only 
real gripe we had about the 
riding position concerned the 
exhaust heat shield which per- 
formed its function admirably 
but which occasionally bumped 
the inside of the rider's right 
knee, leaving a bit of bruising 
after an afternoon’s riding. 

The 4%-inch rod-operated 
tear brake worked well and 
inspired confidence from our 
testers, which is more than 
can be said for the similarly- 
sized front Unit. Whether 
squeezed progressively or grabbed 








suddenly, the best it could do 
was squeal in protest while 
gradually slowing the machine's 
fate of progress. In the dirt the 
lack of a useful front brake is not 
too much of a bother but street 
riding calls for something better 
than the unit on the ME 125. 
Styling is definitely racy. With 
its low, lean profile the Indian 
looks mean. The gas tank adds 
greatly to this impression — it is 
long, shallow and narrow and 
holds about one and a half 
gallons of premix (20:1 of 
Premium petrol and two-stroke 
oil). Our fuel consumption 
during hard trail and street 
riding worked out at about 70 
miles to the gallon. 

The double cradle frame is 
the standard black while the 
tank and metal rear fender of 
the test model were'a pleasant 
reddish-brown colour. The 
plastic front fender was silver 
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they are, it will end up inside the 
mudguard somewhere down in 
between the.swing arm members, 
uprooting the tail lamp in the 
process.. Take it from us, it 
could happen. 

Starting proved to be no 
trouble except when it came to 
returning the bike. During the 
test it would burst into crackling 
life easily from cold or hot but 
come the time to take it back to 
Dalhoff and King and it develop- 
ed a mysterious fault — no spark. 
A change of plug made no 
difference. 


CONCLUSIONS 
Our conclusions regarding the 
ME 125 are coloured by feelings 
of frustration. The Minarelli 
power plant is excellent; the gear- 
box operated cleanly with five 
ratios which could make the 
machine dynamite on the trails. 
But several aspects of the cycle

At $849 it is not.cheap to start 
with, but costs less than the 
Yamaha DT 125FA ($875), 
Kawasaki KS 125 ($879) and 
Harley Davidson SX 125 ($989), 
these prices being correct at the 
time of writing.

Hill takes South Pacific

CHRIS HARRIS TALKS TRIALS — FROM THE UK 


On tho British trials seane about this time of the year there is the usual 
} i r position amongst factories ai ing trials ride 
4 peeks pipilees ‘surprise tae been tho totally unexpected switch by Malcolm 
Rathmell from Bultaco to Montesa. Everybody knew that “Rastus’’ was 
looking for a change, but he laid’a false scent leading all thoughts to an 
affiliation with another European manufacturer — Puch it was thought. How- 
over aftor paying 2,000 pounds sterling, (supposedly out of his own pocket), in 
‘compensation to Bultaco for terminating his contract one year before expiry, 
ho wont straight out and won the first of this year’s Nationals — the Vic 
Britain Trial — on a 310cc Montesa. 

He faces a year of development on the six speed 310cc Montesa — a 
model introduced early last year and then withdrawn because the “big” motor 
proved unpredictable. He will, of course, strongly defend his British and 
European titles so he certainly has some challenge ahead of him. 

Close on the hoels of Malcolm Rathmoll’s.change came a public hint 
that Ossa's leading riding Dave Thorpe might not have his contract renewed 
because of a poor performance in the European Championship rounds. The 
British Ossa importer strongly defended Dave's position by pointing out to the 
factory his great run of successes in English Nationals recently, but so far his 
future lies in the balance. 


Following on from all of this, in recent weeks the English motor cycle 


press has had a field day with conjecture over which “name” riders might 
switch allegiance — Will Rob Edwards join Bultaco? Maybe Dave Thorpe 
also? etc, etc, 

On another subject the Japanese trial bike invasion over here has made 
slower progress than many thought it would. Nevertheless there has been 
some quiet work behind the scenes. 

‘Suzuki have announced that Gordon Farley will have new model 
machines for the ‘75 season and also have the support of two factory mechanics. 
Gordon is not letting on the details of the improvements made until he takes 
delivery of his two bikes. 

Yamaha trial bike developments are still firmly in the hands of Mick 
Andrews. He is steadily refining his cantilever prototype to ready it for 
production, It is not known whether petrol injection is other than an 
experiment at this stage. 

Kawasaki are the dark horse at the moment with little being announced 
but with plenty of winning intentions being noised by flamboyant Don Smith. 

Honda now, with a few reservations by perfectionist Sammy Miller, 
are moving into production with their TL250. This will be the first new
